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INTRODUCTION 


Meredith  College *  founded  by  the  North  Carolina  Baptist  Convention*  was 
granted  a  charter  by  the  North  Carolina  Legislature  in  1891  as  the  Baptist 
Female  University  and  opened  to  students  in  1899  on  a  campus  in  the  center  of 
Raleigh . 

In  1905  the  name  was  changed  to  the  Baptist  University  for  Women.  It  was 
changed  again  in  1909  to  Meredith  College  in  honor  of  Thomas  Meredith. 

The  College  moved  to  its  present  campus  during  the  Christmas  vacation  of 
1925-1926.  The  campus  contains  170  acres  and  16  buildings  and  is  located  in 
the  western  part  of  Raleigh. 

The  continuity  and  stability  of  administration  of  the  College  are  illustrated 
by  the  fact  that  the  College  has  had  only  four  presidents  and  the  incumbent  has 
been  president  since  1939. 

The  degrees  of  bachelor  of  arts  and  bachelor  of  music  (a  fifth-year  program 
based  on  a  bachelor's  degree)  are  awarded  by  the  College.  During  1963-64  the 
College  enrolled  883  students.  One  hundred  and  forty  of  these  were  seniors  and 
118  completed  requirements  for  a  teacher's  certificate. 

The  College  is  applying  for  approval  of  its  programs  for  the  preparation  of 
elementary  school  teachers;  secondary  school  teachers  of  business  education*  English* 
modern  foreign  language*  mathematics*  science*  and  social  studies;  special  subject 
teachers  of  art  and  music;  and  vocational  teachers  of  home  economics. 

The  Institution  was  visited  on  May  10-13*  1964  by  the  following  committee* 
which  herewith  submits  its  report. 
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STANDARD  I— OVER-ALL  POLICIES 


A.  Purposes  and  Objectives 

The  following  statement  has  been  adopted  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  and  is 
carried  in  the  official  bulletins  of  the  College  s 

The  purpose  of  Meredith  College  is  to  develop  in  its  students 
the  Christian  attitude  toward  the  whole  of  life,  and  to  prepare  them 
for  intelligent  citizenship,  home-making,  graduate  study,  and  for 
professional  and  other  fields  of  service.  Its  intention  is  to  provide 
not  only  thorough  instruction,  but  also  culture  made  perfect  through 
the  religion  of  Jesus  Christ,  These  ideals  of  academic  integrity  and 
religious  influence  have  always  been  cherished  at  Meredith, 

,  ,  ,  that  Meredith  College,  a  liberal  arts  college  for  women, 
should  continue  to  emphasize  and  develop  its  academic  program  in  terms 
of  scholastic  standards  and  service,  giving  appropriate  attention  to 
requirements  for  the  admission  and  retention  of  students,  the  formulation 
and  administration  of  its  curriculum,  and  the  maintenance  of  procedures 
implicit  in  an  educational  institution  of  high  quality; 

and  that,  as  a  Christian  college,  Meredith  should  be  primarily 
concerned  to  inculcate  attitudes,  provide  activities,  and  promote  learning 
calculated  to  deepen  and  broaden  the  Christian  experience  of  its  students 
and  to  prepare  them  for  maximum  service  in  the  Christian  enterprise. 

The  administration  states  that  this  over-all  purpose  applies  to  teacher  education 

as  to  the  other  areas  of  service  of  the  institution. 

The  College's  objectives  for  teacher  education,  formulated  for  a  self-study 

for  the  Southern  Association  of  Schools  and  Colleges  in  1961  by  the  Department 

of  Education  but  not,  at  the  time  of  the  committee's  visit,  officially  adopted 

by  any  official  or  legal  body  of  the  institution,  are  as  follows ; 

We  believe,  first  and  foremost,  in  the  way  of  life  that  Christ 
taught;  that  this  way  of  life  is  best  learned  by  endeavoring  to  act  as 
He  would  act  in  all  situations. 

We  believe  in  the  profession  of  teaching;  that  teaching  is  the  greatest 
of  all  professions,  for  without  teaching  there  would  be  no  professions; 
that  it  is  the  most  difficult  of  all  professions,  since  it  involves  the 
science  and  art  of  changing  people. 

We  believe  in  liberal  arts  education;  that  education  should  liberate 
people  from  ignorance,  from  prejudice,  from  limited  interests;  that  in 
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order  to  be  art  it  must  be  creative;  that  it  is  education  only  when  there 
is  continuous  growth. 

We  believe  in  children  and  their  amazing  possibilities;  that  these 
possibilities  are  best  realized  when  taught  by  teachers  who  understand 
them  and  possess  professional  skills  essential  to  instructing  them. 

We  believe  in  Democracy;  we  are  dedicated  to  perpetuating  and 
improving  the  way  of  life  to  which  we  are  committed. 

We  believe  that  all  fields  of  learning  are  deserving  of  respect; 
that  none  is  superior  or  inferior  within  itself;  that  they  are  significant 
and  essential  to  the  degree  that  they  contribute  to  individual  needs  and 
the  improvement  of  the  community. 

We  believe  that  purposing,  planning,  experiencing,  applying, 
evaluating,  growing  are  preferable  to  memorizing,  reciting,  and  forgetting. 

We  believe  in  standards  of  excellence. 

We  believe  in  the  education  of  women  for  the  world  in  which  they  live 
and  work. 

We  believe  that  a  teacher  should  exemplify  in  his  own  life  and  teaching 
the  qualities  he  is  attempting  to  inculcate. 

We  believe  that  teachers  have  a  grave  responsibility  for  promoting  the 
spiritual,  intellectual,  social,  emotional,  and  physical  development  of  their 
students. 

That  the  preparation  of  teachers  is  a  major  activity  of  the  College  is  illustrated 
by  the  fact  that  118  of  140  seniors  in  1963-64  will  receive  teacher’s  certificates. 

B. .  Organization  and  Administration 

Meredith  College  is  governed  by  a  Board  of  Trustees  elected  by  the  North 
Carolina  Baptist  State  Convention.  There  are  28  members,  7  of  whom  are  elected 
annually  for  four-year  terms.  The  full  Board  of  Trustees  meets  semi-annually  on 
the  last  Tuesdays  in  September  and  February.  Most  major  activities  and  decisions 
originate  in  and  are  carried  out  by  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Board.  It 
acts  for  the  Board  ad  interim  and  in  the  regular  operation  of  the  College  where 
Board  approval  and  authority  are  necessary. 

The  administrative  officers  of  the  College  are:  President;  Director  of  Public 
Relations;  Dean,  who  is  in  charge  of  the  academic  program;  Business  Manager  and 
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Treasurer ,  and  Dean  of  Students,  who  is  responsible  for  a  guidance  and  counseling 
program,  all  student  extracurricular  interests  and  organizations,  student  housing, 
and  social  functions. 

The  general  administrative  organization  of  the  college  faculty  is  shown  in 
Chart  I.  Proposals  regarding  any  major  matters,  such  as  curriculum  changes, 
course  sequences,  professional  activities,  etc.,  may  originate  in  any  department 
of  the  College.  All  programs  and  similar  matters  are  authorized  by  the  Administrative 
Council,  which  acts  as  the  legislative  body  of  the  faculty.  Such  matters  do  not 
come  before  the  faculty  as  a  whole  for  decision. 

There  are  14  faculty  and  staff  committees.  They  are:  Administrative  Council, 
Admissions,  Auditorium,  Budget,  Concerts  and  Lectures,  Curriculum,  Instruction, 
Library,  Orientation,  Scholarships,  Social  Functions,  Student  Government,  Student 
Health,  and  Vocational  Information. 

All  actions  and  recommendations  of  committees  other  than  the  Administrative 
Council  must  be  approved  by  the  Administrative  Council,  which  is  composed  of  the 
chairman  of  each  department.  President  of  the  College,  Dean  of  the  College,  Dean 
of  Women,  Registrar,  and  Librarian. 

Within  this  over-all  framework  responsibility  for  specifics,  such  as  courses 
and  sequences  in  an  academic  area,  lies  with  the  academic  department  involved.  The 
Department  of  Education  has  responsibility  for  the  selection  and  sequence  of  pro¬ 
fessional  courses  other  than  the  methods  courses  in  individual  areas,  which  are 
the  responsibility  of  the  academic  departments. 

There  is  no  agency  which  is  as  such  responsible  for  coordinating  the  various 
activities  in  teacher  education.  The  College  states  that  this  coordination  is 
a  joint  responsibility  of  the  chairman  of  the  academic  major  department  and  the 
chairman  of  the  Department  of  Education. 
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Effective  in  1964-65,  there  will  he  four  full-time  faculty  members  in  Education. 


The  College  Registrar  has  the  delegated  authority  to  recommend  to  the 
State  Department  of  Public  Instruction  that  a  candidate  has  completed  the  teacher 
education  program  and  is  eligible  for  certification.  The  recommendation  is 
based  on  satisfactory  completion  of  the  planned  course  of  study ,  completion 
of  the  academic  requirements  for  the  bachelor  of  arts  degree  as  certified  by 
the  Dean,  and  completion  of  certificate  requirements  as  certified  by  the  Chairman 
of  the  major  department  and  chairman  of  the  Department  of  Education. 
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STANDARD  II— STUDENT  PERSONNEL  PROGRAMS  AND  SERVICES 


A,  Information  to  Students  about  Careers  in  Teaching 

Included  in  the  literature  sent  to  prospective  students  is  information 
concerning  careers  in  teaching  and  the  various  teacher  education  programs. 

During  orientation  the  students  are  again  informed  of  the  teacher  education 
programs  and  careers  in  teaching.  Counseling  services  also  provide  information 
about  careers  in  teaching.  Other  means  by  which  students  are  informed  of  careers 
in  teaching  are  departmental  clubs,  alumnae  contacts ,  an  annual  vocational 
emphasis  week,,  professional  organizations  (such  as  the  campus  chapter  of  Student 
NEA),  and  student  participation  in  various  teachers'  meetings, 

B,  Data  Collected  about  a  Prospective  Teacher 

There  is  no  committee  on  admission  to  the  teacher  education  program.  The 
following  records  for  all  students  are  available:  (l)  transcript  of  academic 
record;  (2)  designation  of  a  major;  (3)  various  test  results;  and  (4)  a 
cumulative  folder  showing  progress  and  activities, 

C ,  Admission  Policies 

There  are  no  differences  between  admission  to  the  College  and  admission  to 
the  teacher  education  program.  Entrance  requirements  are  the  same  for  all  students 
at  the  College,  To  enter  the  College  as  a  freshman,  a  student  must  present  a 
minimum  of  16  units  of  acceptable  secondary  school  work  in  the  following  areas: 
four  units  in  English;  nine  units  chosen  from  language,  history,  social  studies, 
mathematics,  and  natural  science;  and  three  additional  units  from  the  areas  already 
listed  or  from  other  areas  approved  by  the  College,  In  addition,  a  student  must 
have  taken  the  Scholastic  Aptitude  Test  of  the  College  Entrance  Examination  Board. 
Beginning  with  students  entering  in  1965-66,  all  students  will  be  expected  to 
present  at  least  two  units  in  a  foreign  language,  two  units  of  algebra  or  its 
equivalent,  and  one  unit  of  geometry;  and  the  College  will  require  all  students  to 
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take  the  following  examinations  of  the  College  Entrance  Examination  Board: 
Scholastic  Aptitude  Test  and  three  Achievement  Tests  which  must  include  English 
Composition,  a  foreign  language,  and  one  other  subject  matter  test  of  the  student's 
choice . 

No  specific  cut-off  scores  have  been  established  for  the  Scholastic  Aptitude 
Test.  However,  students  now  being  admitted  generally  show  a  combined  total 
score  of  over  900. 

To  be  considered  for  admission  to  the  College,  a  student  must  rank  in  the 
upper  half  of  her  graduating  class.  Most  students  who  are  admitted  rank  in  the 
upper  quarter. 

Although  specific  figures  are  not  available,  all  students  during  the  fall 
semester  of  1963  who  applied  for  admission  to  the  teacher  education  program  were 
accepted.  Little  screening  is  carried  out.  During  the  last  10  years,  only  one 
student  who  had  advanced  to  the  point  of  student  teaching  was  withdrawn  from  the 
teacher  education  program.

D.  Entry  Point  into  Teacher  Education  Program 

A  student  declares  her  intention  to  enter  the  teacher  education  program 
during  the  second  semester  of  her  sophomore  year  or  the  first  semester  of  her 
junior  year.  It  is  possible  for  such  declarations  to  be  made  later.  Students 
are  not  screened  as  they  enter  the  program.  The  same  regulations  apply  to  transfer 
students  as  to  non-transfer  students. 

E.  Identification  of  Students  in  Teacher  Education  Program 

Once  a  student  has  entered  the  teacher  education  program,  she  becomes  identified 
as  such  in  records  in  the  office  of  the  Dean  of  the  College,  in  records  of  the 
Department  of  Education,  and  in  records  of  the  chairmen  of  the  various  academic 
subject  matter  areas.  The  student  also  becomes  identified  to  her  advisor  and  to 
other  students  in  the  program  through  contacts  made  in  class  work. 

F.  Scholarship  Requirements  and  Retention  Policies 

The  academic  requirements  which  apply  to  all  students  in  the  College  as  a 
whole  apply  to  those  in  the  teacher  education  program.  A  student  must  complete 
at  least  120  semester  hours  of  work  and  maintain  a  "C"  average  in  order  to  graduate. 
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No  formal  machinery  has  been  established  whereby  students  in  the  teacher 
education  program  who  prove  unfit  for  the  teaching  profession  may  be  dropped 
from  the  program  although,  after  consultation  between  the  two  departments,  a 
student  may  be  told  that  she  cannot  do  student  teaching.  No  figures  are  available 
to  show  the  proportion  of  students  dropping  out  of  the  teacher  education  program. 

G.  System  of  Records 

Records  for  all  students  are  maintained  by  the  registrar  and  by  the  deans. 

In  addition,  records  for  students  in  the  teacher  education  program  may  or  may 
not  be  kept  by  the  chairmen  of  academic  departments.  The  Teacher  Placement 
Bureau  also  maintains  a  file  on  each  student  who  completes  the  teacher  education 
program. 

H.  Student  Advisement  and  Counseling 

Student  advisement  and  counseling  in  general  is  the  responsibility  of  the 
Dean  of  Students  and  various  assistants,  both  faculty  and  student. 

When  a  student  enters  the  teacher  education  program,  she  is  advised  by  her 
academic  major  professor  and  the  chairman  of  the  Department  of  Education.  A 
testing  service  is  also  available. 

I .  Placement  Service 

The  College  maintains  an  active  Placement  Bureau.  During  1962-63,  50  ele¬ 
mentary  teachers  were  placed  in  teaching  positions.  The  following  table  refers  to 
the  placement  of  secondary  teachers  during  1962-63 :

No  systematic  or  formal  follow-up  program  is  conducted  by  the  College. 
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STANDARD  III— FACULTY 


A.  Professional  Education  Faculty 

There  were  three  full-time  members  and  one  part-time  member  of  the  pro¬ 
fessional  education  faculty  during  1963-64°  Each  faculty  member  in  professional 
education  has  a  primary  interest  in  teaching  and  professional  growth. 

Although  no  official  transcripts  of  graduate  work  completed  by  members  of 
the  professional  education  faculty  are  on  file,  all  professional  education 
faculty  members  hold  at  least  a  master's  degree  with  a  graduate  major  in  the  field 
in  which  they  are  teaching.  One  has  an  earned  doctor's  degree,  two  have  completed 
the  course  requirements  for  the  doctor's  degree ,  and  the  other  has  done  30  hours 
of  graduate  work  beyond  the  master's  degree. 

Faculty  members  in  professional  education  have  had  an  average  of  12  years 
of  public  or  private  school  experience  similar  to  those  for  which  the  students 
taking  such  courses  are  being  prepared. 

The  director  of  the  program  of  teacher  education  holds  an  earned  doctor's 
degree ,  is  56  years  of  age,  has  been  a  member  of  the  faculties  of  other  colleges 
for  20  years,  and  has  been  on  the  faculty  at  Meredith  for  nine  years.  He  holds 
the  rank  of  professor  and  teaches  12  semester  hours  during  the  fall  semester  and 
nine  semester  hours  during  the  spring  semester.  In  addition  to  his  teaching 
duties,  he  handles  the  administrative  duties  of  the  department,  serves  as  advisor 
to  the  majors  in  teacher  education,  and  directs  the  vocational  counseling  and 
placement  services  for  students  preparing  in  teacher  education. 

One  member  of  the  professional  education  faculty  is  63  years  of  age,  has 
served  on  other  college  faculties  for  six  years,  has  been  on  the  Meredith  faculty 
for  23  years,  has  five  years  of  public  school  experience,  and  holds  the  rank  of 
associate  professor.  He  has  also  served  as  a  consultant  for  the  North  Carolina 
Department  of  Public  Welfare.  In  addition  to  his  normal  teaching  load  of  nine 
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semester  hours,  he  directs  the  secondary  student  teaching  program  and  supervises 
from  25  to  35  student  teachers  each  semester.  He  taught  three  semester  hours 
in  the  block  during  the  first  part  of  the  spring  semester  of  1964,  and  is  teaching 
six  semester  hours  while  supervising  36  student  teachers  during  the  second  part 
of  the  semester. 

The  only  female  member  of  the  professional  education  faculty  has  served  on 
the  faculty  at  Meredith  for  23  years  and  holds  the  rank  of  associate  professor. 

She  teaches  nine  semester  hours  in  the  block,  supervises  from  20  to  30  student 
teachers,  and  directs  the  elementary  student  teaching  program. 

The  part-time  member  of  the  professional  education  faculty  is  35  years  of 
age,  has  served  on  other  college  faculties  for  four  years,  has  been  a  member  of 
the  Meredith  faculty  for  two  years,  holds  the  rank  of  part-time  instructor,  and 
is  presently  teaching  nine  semester  hours.  He  will  assume  full-time  work  in 
September  1964,  at  which  time  he  is  expected  to  have  completed  the  requirements 
for  a  doctor's  degree. 

The  Chairman  of  the  Department  has  taught  four  different  courses,  two  members 
of  the  professional  education  department  have  taught  three  different  courses  each, 
and  the  part-time  faculty  member  has  taught  five  different  courses,  during  this 
year. 

B.  Academic  Faculty 

Art 

The  art  faculty  consists  of  two  full-time  and  one  half-time  faculty  members. 
One  person  holds  an  Ed.D.  degree  with  a  major  in  art,  one  holds  a  master's  degree 
with  a  major  in  art,  and  the  half-time  member  holds  a  master's  degree  with  a 
major  in  library  science. 
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Business  Education 


There  are  one  full-time  and  one  part-time  faculty  members  in  the  Department 
of  Business  and  Economics.  The  full-time  member  serves  as  Chairman  of  the 
Department. 

The  Chairman  has  an  Ed.D.  degree  and  has  taught  for  22  years.  The  part- 
time  faculty  member  has  a  master's  degree  and  several  years  of  teaching  experience. 

English 

The  English  faculty  consists  of  six  full-time  members  and  one  part-time 
member.  Three  persons  hold  the  Ph.D.  degree  and  the  others  have  master's  degrees. 
One  person  with  a  master's  is  close  to  the  doctorate. 

Foreign  Language 

There  are  four  full-time  faculty  members  in  French  and  Spanish,  and  one  faculty 
member  who  teaches  both  French  and  German.  Two  members  have  the  Ph.D.  and  three 
the  M.A.  degree.  One  is  close  to  the  doctorate. 

The  teaching  load  of  the  Language  Department  faculty  members  is  15  semester 
hours  per  week,  in  accord  with  institutional  policy. 

All  Language  Department  faculty  members  are  teaching  courses  in  areas  in 
which  they  have  had  graduate  preparation. 

Home  Economics 

There  are  two  full-time  faculty  members  in  the  Department  of  Home  Economics. 
Both  hold  master's  degrees.  In  addition,  both  have  attended  State  and  national 
workshops  closely  related  to  their  subject  matter  areas;  completed  additional 
work  through  summer  courses  at  universities;  and  participated  in  professional 
programs  at  both  State  and  national  levels. 

Each  member  teaches  approximately  12  hours  per  semester.  One  member  lives 
in  the  Home  Management  House  and  participates  as  a  member  of  the  Education  Staff 
in  observing  the  work  of  the  student  teachers. 
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Mathematic s

There  are  two  full-time  and  one  part-time  faculty  members  in  the  Mathematics 
Department.  One  of  the  full-time  members  holds  the  doctorate  in  mathematics 
and  the  other  the  master’s  degree  in  mathematics  teaching.  The  latter  has  taken 
course  work  in  mathematics  during  several  summers  subsequent  to  her  highest 
degree . 

The  part-time  faculty  member  holds  the  bachelor’s  degree  and  is  currently 
working  toward  the  master’s  degree  in  mathematics. 

The  teaching  load  of  the  Mathematics  Department  faculty  is  15  semester  hours 
per  week;  in  accord  with  college  policy. 

Music 

The  faculty  of  the  Department  of  Music  consists  of  eight  full-time  members. 

One  holds  the  Mus.D.,  six  hold  master’s  degree s,  and  one  holds  a  B.M.  degree. 

Science 

There  are  four  full-time  and  one  one-third-time  faculty  members  in  the 
Department  of  Science.  Two  hold  the  doctorate  and  two  others  have  completed  all 
work  toward  the  doctorate  except  for  the  thesis. 

The  teaching  load  of  the  Department  of  Science  faculty  is  in  accord  with 
institutional  policy,  with  no  member  teaching  more  than  15  semester  hours  per 
week. 

Social  Studies 

There  are  nine  full-time  faculty  members  in  the  social  studies  areas.  Five 
of  these  members  are  in  the  Department  of  History  and  Political  Science.  Three 
of  these  hold  the  doctorate;  one  holds  the  master's  degree  in  history  and  has 
completed  all  course  work  for  the  doctorate;  and  the  fifth  has  the  Master  of  Arts 
in  Teaching.  There  are  three  members  of  the  Department  of  Sociology  and  Geography. 
The  chairman  of  this  department  has  the  doctorate.

1.  Faculty  Improvement 

During  the  past  five  years ^  four  faculty  members  have  earned  doctor's  degrees 
while  employed  by  the  institution  and  seven  have  been  actively  engaged  in  courses 
leading  to  the  degree  or  at  work  on  the  dissertation.  Ten  grants  of  $200.00  each 
are  available  for  summer  study  for  faculty  members  each  summer  and  all  10  have 
been  awarded  for  1964 ° 

The  program  planned  to  improve  the  professional  competence  of  the  adminis¬ 
trative  and  teaching  staff  engaged  in  the  preparation  of  teachers  is  limited.  A 
special  committee  has  been  appointed  to  study  a  policy  of  granting  sabbatical 
leave.  A  special  committee  has  also  been  appointed  to  study  a  proposed  series 
of  faculty  lectures  approved  by  the  college's  Board  of  Trustees.  Faculty  members 
from  the  seven  Baptist  colleges  meet  by  departments  for  a  biennual  exchange  of 
ideas,,  and  faculty  members  attend  professional  meetings  on  a  limited  basis. 

A  total  of  $50.00  is  budgeted  for  the  professional  education  faculty  to 
attend  professional  meetings  during  1963-64°  The  department  may  request  additional 
funds . 

2.  Faculty  Remuneration 

During  1963-64  the  remuneration  of  Meredith  College  faculty  members  ranked  as 
follows  on  the  American  Association  of  University  Professors  Compensation  Scale.

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The  actual  average  salary  for  all  faculty  members  for  1963-64  was  $6*519. 

3 .  Faculty  Advancement 

The  College  has  no  specific  criteria  for  promotion.  The  college's  faculty 
handbook  states  that  the  general  criteria  for  promotion  may  include  teaching 
effectiveness*  degrees  held*  length  of  service  at  Meredith*  publications*  continued 
study*  departmental  budget*  and  civic  and  campus  activities  other  than  teaching. 

All  recommendations  for  promotion  originate  with  the  head  of  the  department  and 
are  approved  by  the  Dean  and  President  before  final  decision  is  made  by  the 
Executive  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Trustees.  If  a  recommendation  is  not  approved 
by  the  Dean  and  President*  it  is  not  submitted  to  the  Executive  Committee. 

4.  Faculty  Meetings 

Five  regularly  scheduled  faculty  meetings  are  held  each  year*  one  at  the 
opening  of  school*  two  more  during  the  first  semester*  and  two  during  the  second 
semester.  Additional  meetings  may  be  called  by  the  President  or  the  Dean.  These 
meetings  are  chiefly  concerned  with  announcements*  routine  business*  academic 
discussions*  and  sometimes  a  report  from  a  special  committee.  Faculty  members 
vote  on  students  eligible  for  certain  honors  and  societies  and  approve  seniors 
for  graduation. 

5.  Faculty  Benefits 

Faculty  members  may  secure  tenure  after  they  have  taught  three  years  at 
Meredith  and  have  a  total  of  five  years  of  experience  in  college  teaching. 

Leaves  of  absence  without  pay  are  granted  by  the  President  after  approval 
by  the  head  of  the  department  concerned  and  the  Dean. 

Faculty  members  may  retire  at  age  6?  and  must  retire  at  age  72.  Between 
these  ages*  employment  is  on  a  year-to-year  basis.  Retirement  benefits  are 
provided  through  social  security  and  TIAA.

Meredith  College  offers  four-year  undergraduate  programs  for  the  preparation 
of  teachers  in  the  area  of  elementary  education  and  the  following  secondary 
school,  special  subject,  and  vocational  areas:  art,  business  education,  English, 
modern  foreign  languages,  home  economics,  mathematics,  music,  science,  and  social 
studies „ 

The  total  enrollment  of  the  College  for  1963-64  was  883  students.  One 
hundred  and  forty  were  seniors  and  118  of  these  were  preparing  to  teach.

Sociology 
majors  take  24  semester  hours  in  their  major,  21  semester  hours  in  history  and 
three  semester  hours  of  other  social  studies,  for  a  total  of  48  semester  hours  or 
40  percent  of  the  total  undergraduate  hours.  Economics  majors  take  24  semester 
hours  of  economics,  21  semester  hours  of  history  and  six:  semester  hours  of  other 
social  studies,  for  a  total  of  51  semester  hours  or  approximately  42  percent  of 
their  work.

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STANDARD  V—  PROFESSIONAL  LABORATORY  EXPERIENCES 


A.  Purposes  and  Objectives 

The  Meredith  College  catalog  states  that  the  purpose  of  student  teaching 
is  "to  give  the  student  actual  teaching  experience."  Apart  from  this  the  College 
has  no  written  statement  concerning  the  institution's  purposes  and  objectives  of 
professional  laboratory  experiences,, 

B„  Laboratory  Type  Experiences  Prior  to  Student  Teaching 

The  College  endeavors  to  provide  some  meaningful  laboratory  type  experiences 
for  all  teacher  education  students  prior  to  student  teaching. 

During  the  first  eight  weeks  of  their  block  semester.,  all  students  are 
expected  to  spend  at  least  five  full  days  observing  students  in  the  public  schools. 
Student  teachers  stated  that  they  had  actually  observed  as  frequently  as  one  day 
per  week  during  that  period. 

Each  student  enrolled  in  Measuring  and  Guiding  Behavior  is  required  to 
prepare  a  case  study  of  one  school  child. 

Elementary  education  students  make  case  studies  of  two  children  while  doing 
their  student  teaching. 

Some  laboratory  type  experiences  are  offered  in  the  methods  courses  of  the 
secondary  subject  matter  areas.  These  experiences  vary  with  the  area  and  the 
disposition  of  the  instructor  but  generally  include  visits  to  schools,  observa¬ 
tion  of  techniques,  preparation  of  plans ,  teaching  demonstration  lessons,  and 
collecting,  evaluating,  and  demonstrating  materials. 

C „  Organization  and  Administration  of  Student  Teaching 

The  organization  and  administration  of  the  student  teaching  program,  insofar 
as  the  College  is  concerned,  is  left  largely  to  the  Department  of  Education. 

The  program  of  actual  student  teaching,  organized  on  the  block  system, 
consists  of  activities  during  six  hours  per  day,  five  days  per  week,  for  the 
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last  eight  weeks  of  the  block  semester,  which  may  be  either  semester  of  the 
senior  year.  Students  observe  for  varying  amounts  of  time  before  assuming 
teaching  control  of  the  pupils.  Assumption  of  teaching  is  usually  on  a 
progressive  basis  from  one  hour  per  day  to  the  full  day. 

D.  Admission  to  Student  Teaching 

Basic  criteria  for  admission  to  student  teaching  include  a  "theoretical" 

"C"  average  on  all  courses  plus  completion  of  proper  prerequisite  course  work 
as  stated  in  the  college  catalog.  However,  some  students  interviewed  indicated 
that  they  were  taking  a  supposed  prerequisite  course  after  completion  of  their 
student  teaching. 

E.  Cooperating  Schools 

Only  schools  in  Wake  County  and  the  City  of  Raleigh  are  used  as  cooperating 
schools.  The  College  has  no  specific  criteria  for  selection  of  these  schools 
and  actual  selection  is  handled  by  the  administration  of  the  two  school  systems. 

F .  Supervising  Teachers 

Supervising  teachers  in  the  Raleigh  City  Schools  are  selected  by  the 
Administrators  of  the  system  without  reference  to  or  cooperation  with  the  College 
personnel.  For  elementary  school  teachers,  the  Meredith  supervisor  confers  with 
the  Raleigh  supervisor  concerning  placement,  Meredith  has  the  privilege  of 
changing  placement,  if  such  seems  wise  for  the  student  teacher.  In  the  Wake 
County  Schools,  the  College  exercises  some  control  but  does  not  select.  In 
general,  supervising  teachers  usually — 

1.  Are  recommended  by  their  principal 

2.  Hold  a  Class  "A"  or  "G"  certificate  in  their  teaching  area 
3°  Have  had  a  minimum  of  three  years  teaching  experience 

4.  Are  supervising  only  one  student  teacher  per  semester. 
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The  College  has  no  specific  orientation  procedures  for  the  supervising 
teachers.  For  elementary  school  teachers,  the  college  supervisor  holds  a 
conference  with  each  supervising  teacher  to  discuss  procedures, 

G,  Supervision  of  Student  Teachers 

Two  full-time  and  one  part-time  faculty  members  of  the  Department  of 
Education  are  assigned  the  responsibility  of  supervising  student  teachers.  Two 
of  these  people  have  some  concurrent  duties  as  instructors  of  other  courses. 

Each  student  teacher  is  visited  by  a  Department  of  Education  supervisor  at 
least  twice  during  her  student  teaching.  Student  teachers  stated  that  many 
more  visits  than  two  were  common.  The  supervisor  of  elementary  school  teachers 
states  that  each  elementary  student  teacher  is  visited  at  least  once  a  week.  The 
supervisory  load  of  the  education  supervisors  has  been  as  high  as  one  supervisor 
for  35  student  teachers  but  efforts  are  being  made  to  reduce  this  ratio.  Academic 
methods  course  teachers  also  visit  their  area  student  teachers  at  least  twice. 

All  supervisory  visits  are  followed  by  supervisor  -  student  teacher  confer¬ 
ences.  All  student  teachers  also  meet  once  per  week  on  the  College  campus  to 
discuss  problems  and  activities. 

The  Department  of  Education  has  a  policy  that  not  more  than  one  student 
is  assigned  to  a  school  supervising  teacher  per  semester.  This  insures  a  better 
supervising  teacher  -  student  teacher  relationship. 

H.  Evaluation  of  Student  Teaching 

The  student  teaching  experience  is  evaluated  by  the  supervising  teacher  and 
appropriate  College  supervisor.  The  grade  for  student  teaching  is  determined 
jointly  by  the  supervisors,  departmental  methods  teachers,  and  supervising 
teachers . 
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STANDARD  VI--F ACUITIES ,  EQUIPMENT,  AND  MATERIALS 

The  Department  of  Education  is  housed  in  Joyner  Hall,  a  modern  fireproof 
classroom  building. 

A.  Building  Facilities  and  Equipment 

1.  Faculty  Offices 

A  suite  of  three  connecting  individual  offices  is  provided  for  the  three 
full-time  faculty  members  of  the  Department  of  Education.  Each  office  is  equipped 
with  modern  furniture— a  desk,  chairs,  shelving  for  books,  and  filing  cabinets. 

The  part-time  faculty  member  shares  a  large  office  room  with  two  other  persons. 

His  furniture  consists  of  a  desk,  a  chair,  and  shelving  for  professional  books. 

The  Department  receives  part-time  secretarial  service.  One  person  is  employed 
three  days  per  week,  devoting  most  of  her  time  to  records  and  correspondence  for 
the  placement  service.  Some  student  help  is  provided  for  correspondence  and  for 
preparing  duplicated  materials . 

2.  Classrooms 

Professional  education  classes  are  conducted  in  four  classrooms,  two  on  the 
first  floor  of  Joyner  Hall  and  the  other  two  on  the  second  floor.  Each  classroom 
is  equipped  with  teacher’s  desk,  blackboard,  and  student  desks.  One  of  the  classrooms 
on  the  first  floor  is  a  small  auditorium  which  serves  both  as  a  classroom  and  as  an 
audiovisual  room.  It  is  equipped  with  90  fixed  seats  and  houses  the  audiovisual 
equipment . 

The  second  classroom  on  the  first  floor  is  the  only  classroom  used  exclusively 
by  the  Department  of  Education.  It  adjoins  the  small  auditorium.  The  two  class¬ 
rooms  on  the  second  floor  are  adjoining  rooms. 

3.  Duplicating  Facilities 

A  central  duplicating  service  is  provided.  Student  help  is  provided  to 
prepare  duplicated  material  for  each  department. 
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4.  Audiovisual  Facilities  and  Equipment 


The  small  audit orium  in  Joyner  Hall  is  used  for  audiovisual  purposes  by 
the  Department  of  Education  and  other  departments  of  the  college .  The  room  can 
be  darkened  and  is  equipped  with  a  mounted  screen  and  electrical  outlets.  Projectors 
can  be  set  up  in  the  rear  of  the  room  to  project  on  the  screen. 

Audiovisual  equipment  housed  in  the  room  includes  a  Bell  and  Howell  16mm 
projector ,  an  opaque  projector,  and  a  film  strip  projector.  A  tape  recorder  is 
available.  Audiovisual  equipment  located  in  other  departments  can  be  secured 
for  use  in  the  auditorium.  Several  faculty  members  use  personal  audiovisual 
equipment . 

5.  Special  Departmental  Facilities 

One  of  the  full-time  faculty  members  has  a  collection  of  400-500  books  in  her 
office.  This  collection  includes  copies  of  books  secured  from  publishers  and  the 
personal  copies  of  the  faculty  member.  Most  of  the  books  are  appropriate  for 
elementary  school  teachers^  In  their  offices,  all  faculty  members  have  personal 
collections  which,  in  most  cases,  are  used  for  instructional  purposes. 

A  lounge  and  seminar  rooms  located  in  Joyner  Hall  are  available  to  the 
Department  of  Education. 

6.  Departmental  Budget 

Each  department  is  provided  an  annual  budget.  For  1963-64  the  Department 
of  Education  was  allocated  funds  in  the  amount  of  $1,500.00  as  follows^

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In  addition*  a  separate  budget  provides  funds  for  the  student  teaching 
program. 

B.  Library  Resources 

The  professional  education  library  is  housed  in  the  College  Library  located 
in  Johnson  Hall.  The  Librarian  reported  total  holdings  of  about  46*000  volumes. 
Approximately  1*740  of  these  may  be  classified  as  being  directly  related  to 
professional  education  and  psychology. 

Departments  participate  in  the  selection  of  books  through  a  library  budget 
for  books  allocated  to  each  department.  The  allocation  is  based  on  a  number  of 
factors*  including  size  of  enrollment*  cost  of  books*  use  made  by  departments*  and 
types  of  courses  offered.  Purchases  of  books  used  in  the  secondary  methods  courses 
come  out  of  individual  academic  departmental  budgets  rather  than  the  budget  of  the 
Department  of  Education.  The  Librarian  reported  that  the  following  amounts  of 


money  were  spent  for  all  books

The  Library  receives  approximately  236  periodicals*  of  which  about  38  are  in 
the  field  of  professional  education.  The  reference  collection  contains  The  Reader's 
Guide  *  the  International  Index,  and  the  Education  Index. 

Except  for  reserve  books*  the  entire  book  collection  is  available  for  browsing 
through  an  open  stack  policy.  The  reserve  books  are  on  closed  shelves.  Books  are 
placed  on  reserve  at  the  request  of  faculty  members. 

Materials  and  testing  aids*  such  as  standardized  psychological  and  achievement 
tests  are  made  available  to  students  through  the  Department  of  Education.  Some 
of  these  are  kept  on  special  shelving  in  the  Library  and  some  are  placed  on  closed 
reserve . 
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The  Library  has  a  vertical  file. 

There  is  a  microfilm  reader  in  the  Library  and  a  microfilm  file  has  been 
started  with  The  New  York  Times. 

There  is  no  other  audiovisual  equipment  in  the  Library.  Other  audiovisual 
equipment  is  kept  in  one  of  the  classroom  buildings  and  is  supervised  by  an 
Audiovisual  Committee.  There  are  some  books,  bibliographies ,  and  catalogs  on 
audiovisual  aids  in  the  Library. 

One  record  collection  is  housed  in  the  Music  Building  and  is  administered 
by  the  Department  of  Music.  Another  collection  of  poetry,  plays,  etc.  is  housed 
in  Joyner  Hall  and  is  administered  by  the  Department  of  English. 

C.  Curriculum  Center 

The  Curriculum  Center  is  located  on  the  balcony  of  the  library.  The  Center 
originated  as  the  result  of  a  $10,000.00  grant  from  the  W.  K.  Kellogg  Foundation 
in  1962  (l)  to  improve  the  quality  of  the  teacher  preparation  program  by  giving 
financial  assistance  for  the  acquisition  of  needed  books  for  the  library ;  and 
(2)  to  give  encouragement  for  increased  effectiveness  of  the  library  services 
generally.  The  funds  are  being  expended  over  a  three-year  period. 

The  Library  Committee  and  members  of  the  faculty  teaching  special  methods 
courses  decided  that  the  funds  would  be  used  to  establish  a  Curriculum  Center.  It 
was  decided  that  the  Center  would  include  the  three  major  categories  of  materials? 
textbooks,  courses  of  study  and  units  of  work,  and  standardized  tests.  During 
the  first  year,  an  effort  was  made  to  secure  all  of  the  basal  and  most  of  the 
supplementary  textbooks  adopted  for  use  in  the  elementary  and  secondary  schools 
of  North  Carolina.  The  State  adopted  textbook  list  was  used  as  a  basis  for 
determining  needs.  This  year,  courses  of  study  and  more  supplementary  books 
have  been  added.  There  are  now  approximately  550  volumes  in  the  collection, 
including  the  World  Book  Encyclopedia  and  the  new  World  Book  Dictionary. 
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There  is  also  a  collection  of  approximately  750  juvenile  books,,  located  on 
the  balcony  near  the  Curriculum  Center  collection.  This  collection  is  maintained 
for  the  course  in  Children’s  Literature  offered  by  the  Department  of  Education. 

D.  Special  Facilities 

Special  facilities  available  include  the  art  gallery  in  Joyner  Hall,  the 
painting  laboratory,  kilns  for  ceramics,  and  the  departmental  projectors  and  slide 
projectors  for  use  in  the  art  appreciation  and  art  history  classes.  In  Jones  Hall, 
the  music  studios  are  well  equipped,  with  the  record  collection  already  referred  to, 
and  separate  listening  rooms  for  students.  A  special  science  library  is  made 
available  in  Hunter  Hall,  with  small  classrooms  for  special  conferences.  Exhibit 
cases  in  the  corridors  are  used  by  the  Departments  of  Biology  and  Home  Economics. 

An  excellent  addition  to  the  home  economics  curriculum  is  the  modern  Ellen  Brewer 
House,  used  by  majors  in  the  department  during  their  period  of  residence.  An 
apartment  is  set  aside  for  the  supervisor,  and  four  or  five  students  can  occupy  the 
house  for  at  least  four  weeks. 

Playing  fields,  an  open-air  swimming  pool  used  in  warm  weather,  six  excellent 
tennis  courts,  and  a  stable  of  approximately  fifty  horses  are  among  the  outdoor 
facilities. 

E.  Contemplated  Changes 

At  the  present  time  a  campaign  is  underway  to  raise  funds  for  a  new  library, 
projected  as  the  next  building  to  be  constructed. 

Long-range  building  plans  have  been  developed  to  provide  for  construction  of 
a  student  activities  building  and  a  new  gymnasium. 

F.  Facilities,  Equipment,  and  Materials  in  Subject  Matter  Areas 

Art 

The  Art  Department  occupies  one  regular  sized  classroom  with  adequate 
storage  space  for  supplies  and  is  equipped  with  visual  aids  for  art  history  and 
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appreciation  classes .  One  large  studio  is  provided  for  painting,  sculpture  and 
ceramics o  One  small  room  with  eight  partitions  provides  semi-private  areas  for 
painting.  One  room,  of  classroom  size,  is  used  for  exhibits.  Office  space  is 
provided  for  the  head  of  the  department.  One  office  is  shared  by  the  full-time 
and  the  half-time  instructor.  Each  room  is  equipped  with  adequate  storage  space 
for  supplies  and  equipment.  Except  for  plaster  and  clay,  each  student  supplies 
her  own  materials. 

Business  Education 

The  Department  of  Business  and  Economics  has  three  classrooms  used  exclusively 
for  business  classes  and  two  private  offices.  The  chairman  of  the  department  has 
a  large  private  office  that  is  well  equipped.  The  second  office  is  shared  by 
the  part-time  business  education  teacher  and  the  full-time  economics  teacher.  This 
office  is  also  well  equipped  and  quite  adequate  in  every  respect. 

The  three  classrooms  are  modern  and  well  equipped.  All  have  adequate  chalk¬ 
boards  and  tackboards,  desks,  and  electrical  outlets.  Appropriate  and  adequate 
equipment  for  instruction  is  located  in  the  classrooms. 

Facilities,  equipment,  and  materials  in  the  area  of  English  are  adequate. 

This  includes  books  and  materials  in  the  college  library,  classrooms,  and  offices. 

Foreign  Language 

Seven  classrooms  equipped  with  lecterns,  desks,  chalkboards,  and  electrical 
outlets,  and  one  seminar  room,  are  available  on  the  second  floor  of  Joyner  Hall, 

All  of  the  faculty  members  have  private  offices. 

The  single  language  laboratory  has  four  small  rooms,  three  with  tape  recorder 
and  record  player,  and  one  with  tape  recorder  and  short  wave  radio  receiver. 
Laboratory  facilities  include  a  table  which  will  accommodate  eight  students. 
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Materials  particularly  applicable  to  the  language  program  include :  maps 
and  charts,  slides  and  slide  projector,  six  tape  recorders,  seven  record  players, 
and  one  short  wave  radio  receiver. 

The  central  library  contains  a  collection  of  fiction  and  non-fiction  books 
suitable  for  the  language  program. 

Home  Economics 

The  Department  of  Home  Economics  is  housed  in  the  new  Hunter  Building,  The 
spaces  for  clothing  and  textiles,  foods  and  nutrition,  departmental  entertaining, 
offices,  a  classroom,  seminar  room,  and  storage  facilities,  are  outstanding  in 
size,  attractiveness  and  functional  use.  The  social  and  entertainment  area  is 
available  for  use  by  other  departments.  The  home  management  house  is  well  equipped 
and  tastefully  furnished.  It  accommodates  the  instructor  and  six  girls  at  any 
given  period.  The  equipment  is  modern  and  the  girls  use  it  to  gain  special  learning 
experience  in  the  use  and  care  of  equipment,  economics  of  family  living,  and 
application  of  art  to  daily  life. 

The  department  has  a  small  annual  budget  from  which  supplies,  teaching  aids, 
travel  for  staff  and  student  assistance  expenses  are  paid. 

Mathematics 

Classrooms  equipped  with  lecterns,  desks,  chalkboards,  and  electrical  outlets 
are  available  to  the  departmental  faculty  in  the  building  in  which  the  offices 
are  .located,  or  in  a  nearby  building.  Two  large  offices  are  used  by  the  department. 
One  of  these  is  used  by  the  head  of  the  department  and  the  other  is  shared  by  the 
other  two  members.  Shelves  and  storage  facilities  are  good  in  these  offices. 

Several  models  of  geometric  loci  are  available  for  demonstration.  In  the 
departmental  offices  a  good  collection  of  reference  texts  is  kept  and  made 
available  to  students.  The  central  library  also  provides  reference  materials  for 
students  and  faculty. 
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Music 


The  Music  Department  is  housed  in  a  separate  building  built  about  seven 
years  ago.  There  are  four  average  sized  classrooms;  eight  teaching  studios, 
which  also  serve  as  an  office  for  the  instructors.  One  main  office  is  provided 
for  the  head  of  the  department ,  and  there  are  14  practice  studios.  Three  listening 
rooms  are  provided  for  students. 

The  Music  Department  has  the  necessary  collection  of  classroom  instruments, 
such  as  rhythm  bells ,  autoharps ,  etc.*  and  a  large  supply  of  recordings  which  are 
used  by  both  faculty  and  students.  The  main  library  contains  an  adequate  supply 
of  reference  books  and  is  currently  building  a  library  of  music  scores. 

Science 

Five  classrooms  equipped  with  lecterns ,  desks,  chalkboards,  electrical  outlets 
and  demonstration  tables  are  available  in  Hunter  Hall  for  the  biology  and  chemistry 
and  physics  departments.  One  seminar  room  is  equipped  with  reading  tables ,  chairs, 
and  shelving  for  books  and  periodicals.  Seven  laboratories,  with  laboratory 
equipment  appropriate  to  the  area  of  instruction,  are  also  available  in  Hunter  Hall. 
Storage  rooms  for  apparatus  and  materials  are  adjacent  to  each  of  the  science 
laboratories.  A  greenhouse  is  available  for  biology  instruction.  All  of  the  full¬ 
time  faculty  members  have  private  offices  and  the  part-time  faculty  member  utilizes 
some  space  in  a  faculty  project  and  research  laboratory  as  an  office. 

Audiovisual  equipment  and  materials  applicable  to  the  science  program  include; 

1.  Overhead  projector  and  transparencies 

2.  Filmstrip  and  slide  projector,  filmstrips  and  slides 

3.  Microprojector 

4°  Opaque  projector. 

The  College  Library  contains  a  collection  of  books  suitable  for  the  science 
program.  The  reading  and  seminar  room  in  Hunter  Hall  has  other  books  and  periodicals 
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which  relate  directly  to  the  science  program.  These  include  the  State  adopted 
science  textbooks  and  curriculum  bulletins  published  by  the  State  Department  of 
Public  Instruction. 

The  curriculum  materials  center  contains  some  of  the  State  adopted  textbooks 
and  other  materials  related  to  the  elementary  school  science  program. 

Social  Studies 

Social  studies  have  three  classrooms  equipped  with  lecterns,  desks,,  and 
chalkboards  for  full-time  use,,  and  several  others  on  a  shared  basis.  The  class¬ 
rooms  are  equipped  with  maps  in  sufficient  quantity  for  use  in  history,  and  there 
are  some  maps  available  for  use  in  geography. 

Two  members  of  the  faculty  have  private  offices  and  the  others  share  offices. 

Audiovisual  equipment  includes  one  departmental  projector  (in  history)  and 
approximately  80  filmstrips  and  36  slides  in  history  and  sociology.  Other  areas 
have  the  use  of  a  projector  on  a  shared  basis.  The  central  library  contains  a 
collection  of  books  and  scholarly  journals  suitable  for  the  program  in  history  and 
sociology.  There  are  also  some  books  available  in  the  other  areas. 
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
